j 1. Keeping Our Money at Work 
The national banking holiday re- 
! cently declared by the 
President 
has been confusing to some of us. 
Perhap a brief review of the func­ 
tioning of our local 'Banks 
would 
help us to more clearly understand 
the reasons that made it necessary. 
In the first place, Americans do 
business mostly on credit. 
I de­ 
posit a check in my local bank and 
i this simply constitutes a transfer 
| from the deposit account of 
the 
one who gave me the check to my 
own checking account. At no step 
in this transaction is actual 
cur­ 
rency involved. 
About ninety per 
cent of our purchases are made by 
the check process. 
In fact, bank 
deposits are some twelve or 
fif­ 
teen times the actual amount 
of 
cash in existence. The cash serves 
only as security for this credit and 
to meet normal needs. 
The proportion of cash request­ 
ed by the bank’s customers deter­ 
mines the amount of actual cash a 
bank must have on hand. Experi­ 
ence indicates 
that 
in 
ordinary 
times the local bank will need 
in 
cash only about one dollar for ev­ 
ery seven to ten dollars shown in 
the deposit accounts of the custom­ 
ers of that bank. 
The remainder 
of those deposit accounts is credit 
and not cash. As long as we feel 
confidence in our business associ­ 
ates and in our banks, this credit 
functions as money through 
the 
use of our check books. 
A few weeks ago, however, con­ 
fidence in banks was so weakened 
that a great many people 
began 
asking for their accounts in cash. 
The demand for cash was increas­ 
ing so rapidly that the total avail- 


ble supply of money would 
have 
been exhausted in a few more days. 
Thus in order to keep the entire 
banking system from failing, the 
President followed the only possi­ 
ble course. 
He virtually said 
he 
would 
forbid 'withdrawals 
until 
people again come to their senses. 
We cannot shift in a week from a 
sixty billion dollar credit currency 
to an actual cash supply of about 
six billion. 
The strongest bank in the world, 
built on a banking system 
where 
checks and credit do most of 
the 
work, cannot shift over night to a 
cash basis. 
Thus we now 
know 
that the necessary money for our 
current needs is available, but to 
keep it available the country must 
prohibit timid or Ignorant deposi­ 
tors from withdrawing money from 
circulation just to hide it away. 
Our credit accounts in banks 
are 
secured so long as we carry 
on 
most of our transactions with the 
check book and 
keep 
the actual 
available money at work. If we let 
our money work and keep our bus­ 
iness system, built on checks and 
credit, functioning, we shall safe­ 
ly weather the storm.
